Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The central support or strength member is used 
for supporting a cable by connecting to the splice box is known in the art (Note US 5546495). One of the reasons of having a tension 
member is to connect this member to the splice box to support the cable. The support member 36 of Blew et al. would be used to 

connect the cable to the splice box. Furthermore, connecting the support member to the splice box is not the main inventive element (as 
can be seen from the abstract).
